Sudden Death of Rev, A. Helton

Satnrddv evening during the severe 


electrical storm which then prevailed 
east ot Decatnr, Bev. A. Helton, a ven- 
erable minister of tbe United Brethren 
Church, was struck by lightning while 
on hia way i o hia pasture, and was in- 
stantly killed.

wife lying face, downward neat a tree, 


neck broken and hie face partly 


blackened. The storm had been raging 
with considerable violence and the cler- 
gyman at 7 o'clock left tbe honsecolook 
itter the stock. He did tot return and 
Mrs. Helton followed to diuttavei the 
lifeless form of her hueoend. Neighbors 
were called and the body was borne to 
the house. The deceased wus in charge 
ot tour different U. B. churches, and 
was to have held services on Sunday. 
He was nearly 70 years of nge, and was 
twice married. 
His children are all 


grown. Last October he came from 
Fisher, 111., to Cnsner, His wife is an 
aunt ot Mrs. Lev! Towl ot this city, and 
Mrp. Tow! was visiting with Mrs. Helton 
at the time ot the fatality.
